Nova Scotia Bill Stamps. 

It has been a matter of curios- 
ity @ 1ong revenue collectors why 
the last issue of Canadian Bill 
stamps were surcharged N. 5. in 
use in Nova Scotia,as the currency 
was apparently the same. This 
surcharging must have been done 
by a departmental order only, as 
thers is no trace of it in the orders 
of Council or in the Dominion 
Acts. he idea was this, there 
was a difference of 23 per cent 
between Canadian and Nova Sco 
tia currency, that is 41 in Canada 
was worth $1.033 in Nova Scotia. 
It will be seen that there wouid 
be a goud opening for defrauding 
the revenue by the Canadian

Canadian “Registeration Stamps, 


By ‘‘Curis.” 


The Government of Canada in 
the year 1875 issued stamps of a 
special character or matters of 
registeration onl Over and 
above the ordinary rate to all for- 
eign countries except the United 
States at that time was 3 cents, 
but a favor was granted the 
United States, the few being 5 
cents, in Canada 2 cents. 

Three kinds of similar designs 
were engraved and printed by the 
American Bank Note Co. on 
white wove paper. They were 
narrow oblong with scalloped 


edges at top and bottom of the! 


stamps and at the two ends have 
labels with value in full, “Canada” 
is inscribed in the small straight 
-Jabel above with large curved label 
‘in the centre with “Registered” 
and smail curved label with the 
words “Letter Stamp” in white 
{Roman capitals. Large arable 
numersls of value in the upper 
comers. 

On November r5th 1875, the 
eight cent stamp was first issued 
and from that date until June 3oth 
1876, the end of the fiscal year 
this stamp was with drawn from 
circulation in 1878, and the 75,000 
remaining were’ destroyed by or- 
der of the Postmaster General. 
After a few years the stamp des- 
troyed will be one*of Canada’s | 
rarest stamps. The 2c. stamp 
was withdrawn from circulation 
in 1889, owing to an increase of
